MARSEILLES,, Aiifj. 9.—Tlie weather con-

In the mortality rate. But this increase the 
doctors ascribe to the premature return of 
fugitives rather than to the force of the dis- 
ease in itself. Many of the refugees have 
no regard for sanitary rules, none of tliem 
have any respect for the opinions of tlio doc- 
tors, and all are careless. Eiglit of the 
.deaths reported yesterday were of fugitives, 
and were directly traced to carelessness. 


'The Increase of-population in the city by 


the return of fugitives has added to the 
peril of quarantine against French com- 
merce by greatly diminishing the supply of 
fond« The price of fruit has within the 
last few days risen sixty per cent 


The passage of people to and fro through 


the country is thought to be planting the 
germs of the disease in localities not here- 
tofore infected.
